Casper del 
Bufalo

Ro me, J anuary 6, 178 6. In early child­ 
ho o d already he gave pro mise o f a 
brilliant future. 
He was singularly 
devo ut and earnest as a bo y. 
No t 
yet 16 years o ld. he co nsecrated him- 
■elf to the service o f Go d. He was 
A e secretary o f all the catechetical 
icbo o ls o f Ro me 
when 18 , and at­ 
tracted unusual attentio n by his ad­ 
dresses; 
Ordained to the priestho o d, he was 
m.do a cano n at the Basilica o f St. 
Mark in Ro me. He Immediately be- 
n n to gather the abando ned children 
oC Ro me and Instructed them and 
eared fo r them, hnfldtag to r them an 


o rphanage. 
The 
pro tecto ry o f St, 
Gall, which was a shelter fo r po o r 
men o ut o f wo rk, was the special o b­ 
ject o f his anxio us so licitude. 
He 
gave them regular co nfessio nals and 
lo o ked to their bo dily and spiritual 
welfare. Many he saved and bro ught 
back to Go d and to a ho pe In life. 
He was no less zealo us In lo o king to 
the cause o f the yo ung men In Ro me. 
He fo rmed them into leagues, estab­ 
lished evening scho o ls fo r them and 
was their co unselo r 
and 
advo cate. 
He was called the Angel Raphael o f 
Yo ung Mëh. 
In 18 10 he was asked to take the 
o ath o f allegiance to Napo leo n. 
He 
refused and was therefo re banished 
and Incarcerated. Obtaining his free­ 
do m, after the fall o f Bo naparte, he 
returned to Ro me, and seeing the sad 
religio us and mo ral co nditio n o f his 
co untry, he set abo ut to fo rm a co m 
munity o f missio naries to co nvert the 
peo ple in city and to wn. 
Plus VII. heartily appro ved o f his 
plan. 
He to o k as the name o f his 
band "Missio naries o f the Mo st Prec­ 
io us Blo o d.” Fro m to wn to to wn he 
pro ceeded with his fo llo wers, awaken­ 
ing again the peo ple to a new relig­ 
io us life. So great was his elo quence 
that o ften his 
audience numbered 
20,000. He affected innumerable co n­ 
versio ns. He bro ke up brigandage in 
So uthern Italy, go ing fearlessly amo ng 
them and preaching to them the just- 
ice o f Go d.
